FIRST U. S. CASE OF

NEW YORK—From an almost 
unnoticed outbreak in a single lo­ 
cality in the United States in 1841, 
infantile paralysis has become a i 
fast-growing scourge which today!

according to Dr. Leroy W. H ub­ 
bard. director of extension work j 
of the Warm Springs Foundation. 
Searching for earliest records of 
the disease in America, Dr. Hub­ 
bard found that a medical doctor 
known only as “Colmer”, observed 
the first occurrence of the disease 
in the United States in 1841. On- 
/ ten cases were observed by Col­ 
m er and all these were in the West 
Feliciana Parish, Louisiana. 
Since then the disease has struck 
in every state in the Union. 
Dr. Colmer apparently was un­ 
aware that the children he 
saw 
vere stricken with the disease, but 
the notes he left of the symptoms 
he observed 
undoubtedly 
were 
those of infantile paralysis. 
Unfortunately Dr. Hubbard said 
■arly diagnosis of infantile para­ 
lysis were incorroct and the af­ 
flictions of the stricken children I 
often were attributed to 
severe | 
alls or to teething. 
But now, he said, science under- < 
stands that the affliction is an in - ! 
fectious disease and is equipped to 
carry on the campaign to eradi- j 
cate it.
